‘We Make War” 
Prom the Berkeley Gazette

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The w estern side of our country, particularly, 
ought to be greatly interested in the trem endous in­ 
crease of trade w ith Latin America, unquestionably 
due to w ar conditions. 
Since the w ar opened, our exports to Latin

have grow n from $470,000,000 to $1,030,000,000, an 
increase of business of 235 per cent. 
W hile this exceptional grow th is largely due to 
the barriers against Germ any’s ami A ustria’s trade 
and Latin A m erica’s unusual demand for products 
from the 
United 
States form erly secured 
from 
Europe, international trade is. in degree, like city 
shopping, a m atter of habit, and L ncle Sam ought 
to be able to hang on to much of this new trade, 
when peace comes, 
lie will surely have the ships for 
it, anyway*, and the rem ainder of the proposition 
depends largely upon financial policies. 
1 
At p re sift th? balance of trade is greatly in favor 
of Latin Am erica. 
This is due to thy fact that 
U ncle Sam has had to go abroad for raw products 
that he m ust have quickly and a-plenty for his war 
business. 
We can beat Europe to Central and South 
America and it behooves us to study w hat those 
countries want, that we can produce, as never before. 


BEGINNING TO SEETHE 


One of the interesting things in Europe is the 
evidence that Spain has about reached the point 
cation. El Correo Espanol, which issues such stuff 
As late as 1913, M adrid was stirred up by news­ 
papers urging that Spain recover G ibraltar by force 
of arm s, and aided by Germany and Germ an propa­ 
gandists they have 
m aking this project a burn­ 
ing theme ever since. 
Even today there is one publi­ 
cation. the El Correo Espanol, which issues such 
as this: 
, > , 
“The Germans are heroically fighting for the 
trium ph of principles which will restore to Spain 
G ibraltar, her ancient colonies in America and dom in­ 
ion over Portugal.” 
It's a large and raw H un rainbow and a very 
considerable num ber of Spanish politicians favor tile 
chasing of it. while, on the other hand, the king and 
most of his immediate advisors are. at heart, pro- 
Ally. 
There s little doubt that the Spanish masses 
have been strongly desirous of neutrality and such 
profits as neutrals can squeeze out of war. but now 
they are dow nright hungry, actually on the verge 
of famine, and are facing a w inter without fuel. 
T heir governm ent is unable to keep up railway com­ 
munication and the U-boats have blown up seventy- 
five o r more of their ships which m ight otherwise 
be carrying food and coal. 
In short, it looks as if. 
the politicians having played out their string, the 
folks are beginning to boil with that sentiment called 
democracy. 
It conies to most people when they get 
hungry and cold enough. 


IMPROVED TRANSPORTATION 


The report made bv the directors and m anagers 
of the eastern railroads, after a conference with M r. 
McAdoo, is the most encouraging piece of trans­ 
portation news that this country has hail for years. 
They announce that the labor shortage has been 
met, that the railroad employes are now w orking 
contentedly and with unprecedented efficiency, that 
motive power and rolling stock have increased to a 
gratifying degree, that, including the arm y traffic, the 
roads are hauling twenty-five per cent more passen­ 
gers than they ever hauled before, that they arc able 
at la>t to cope with the trem endous freight burden 
imposed by the w ar, that they have made adequate 
preparations for the winter and are not afraid of a 
repetition of last w inter's traffic blockade. 
So far as the railroad^ are concerned, they say. 
there is no danger of a fuel shortage. 
T hat depends 
on the mines. T he roads are in position to take care 
of any business they may be called upon to handle. 
T his rejK>rt, it should be noted, is m ade not by 
political officials or propagandists interested in win­ 
ning praise for governm ent operation. 
It is made 
by practical and responisble railroad men. upon whom 
devolves the fulfillment of the promises they make. 
The situation they reveal is a trium ph, just the same, 
for federal control, and no less a trium ph for the 
railroad organizations through whose loyalty and 
ability these fine results have been attained.

Letter From Red Cross Nurse 
Comes As a Cry on Eve 
of Liberty Loan 


I 
don’t think we 
realize the 
the price these men are paying to 
preserve democracy fop us. 
“Ye gods! lf the home folks 
could see a few of these thinge 
they would wake up.” 
These words, w ritten at the front by 
a Red Cross nurse, comes to Santa 
Ana right now as the cry of the wound­ 
ed soldier to those who shall soon have 
an opportunity to subcribe to the 
Fourth Liberty Loan. 
The letter was w ritten by Miss Mary 
Cronen, an acquaintance of Mr*, J. H. 
Daugherty of Tustin, to Mrs. Daugher­ 
ty’s sister, Miss Grace Phelps, who is 
' chief nurse in Base Hospital No. 46, 
France. Miss Phelps and Miss Cronen 
went with a hospital unit from Port­ 
land, Oregon, arriving in France the 
middle of July. 
T he hospital 
of 
which Miss Phelps Is chief nurse had 
2,000 wounded soldiers in it when 
last she wrote. Miss Cronen was sent 
from that hospital to a hospital at the 
front. 
From Wie front she wrote to 
her friend and chief. Miss Phelps. T hat 
letter, sent on to Mrs. Daugherty, who 
met Miss Cronen in Portland, reads 
as follows: 
“ We are attached to a field hospital 
and are much nearer the front than we 
ever 
expected 
to 
be. 
Our 
tickets 
were routed through Paris, and as our 
train arrived at its usual time, I a. rn., 
6 hours Jato it was necessary to stay 
for the night. 
We 
came 
onto 
the 
points our tickets indicated next day, 
where we were m et by a captain frqjn 
Seattle, W ash., who took us to an em­ 
ergency hospital situated in an old con­ 
vent. The nuns were still there help­ 
ing. This a. rn. the captain received 
the orders from headquarters where 
we*were to go and be took us on from 
this point in his car and turned us 
over to the organization. 
“We w ent on duty at once, and at 
5:30 we were preparing a ward for 
the night, when Major Joice and three 
nurses were sent on here to assist. 
This is Just a clearing station where 
the cases are assorted and sent on. 
Those not being able to go on are 
kept until death comes to their re­ 
lief. The first case I attended passed 
within the hour, and grit to the last, 
said goodbye and asked me to write 
to his mother. 
“This place is an old school build­ 
ing with tents adjoining. The nurses 
having billets in a vacant house across 
the street, their blanket rolls contain­ 
ing all their furnishings. 
Three sur­ 
gical team s are on for the night, tak­ 
ing shifts. 
“This organization expects to evac­ 
uate by Monday or move up to the 
front, the front having moved away [ 
since getting settled here
